Fill Food Preservation Budget

By careful planning the home­ 
m aker can meet the needs of the 
family food preservation budget, 
despite the limited amount of su­ 
gar she can obtain. Below are 
some suggestions for stretching 
your sugar allowance. 
Thinner 
syrups 
for 
canning 
fruits and fruit Juices will have 
to be used; it will be necessary 
to dry some fruits; lcwer jars of 
preserves and jam s than usual 
will be m ade; and je” y—as the 
least nutritious of the list—should 
be made last after the remainder 
of the budget has been filled. 
By using com syrup or honey 
the limited am ount of sugar can 
be made to go farther. Both of 
these can be substituted for some 
or all of the sugar in almost all 
of your favorite recipes. 
Corn Syrup: Corn syrup is quite 
good for canning because it doesn’t 
mask the flavor of the fruit. To 
make a light syrup use one-half 
cup corn syrup to one-half cup 
water. Com syrup is fair in m ak­ 
ing preserves and jam s when it 
its used with an equal am ount of 
sugar. It is not so good for jelly 
because it takes longer to jell 
and is then somewhat sticky. 
Honey 
For 
Canning: 
When 
honey is diluted sufficiently it is 
good for canning. About three- 
fourths cup of water and one- 
fourth cup of honey make a good 
syrup for canning most fruits. 
First, bring the water to the boil­ 
ing point, add honey and stir. 
Again let come to good boil, re­ 
move scum and pour over fruit. 
For Preserv es and Sweet Pickles: 


Honey is much better in preserves 
and Jama than in jelly. If pos­ 
sible, use at least one-third sugar 
and two-thirds honey for pre­ 
serves. Honey is especially good j 
In sweet pickles, probably better 
than plain sugar. 
For Jelly: Honey makes a good 
texture of jelly. Substitute it for 
sugar cup for cup. The color of 
the Jelly is darker, however, and 
it takes a minute longer to cook. j 
The flavor is in most cases strong 
with the honey. If it is necessary 
to use honey in making jelly, it 
is best to use one-half sugar and 
one-half honey. Be sure to use 
a large kettle because honey foams 
considerably and there is danger 
in its boiling over. 
Invert Sugar; Invert sugar will 
make your sugar go farther. To 
make invert sugar, mix one cup 
of sugar and 14 tablespoons of 
water. Add one-fourth teaspoon 
of tartaric acid «which you can 
get at any drug store*. Cover this 
sugar, water and tartaric 
acid 
mixture and boil gently for thirty 
minutes. Allow it to cool. Then 
you have invert sugar syrup. Each 
cup is equal in sweetening to a 
cup of sugar. In other words it 
is about 1 34 times as sweet as the 
same weight in plain sugar. 
Use of Invert Sugar: This syrup 
is excellent to use in canning, and 
it may be diluted one-half syrup 
and one-half water. It is also 
good in sweeting fruits, cereals, 
ice cream and beverages. 
Recipes: 
Here are some recipes suggested 
for using corn syrup and honey. 
Honey Peach Jam ; ^4 teaspoon 
allspice, 3 teaspoons broken stick
